LONDON, July 28.—Though the Ger- 
mans now hold a great line from th3 
Gulf of Riga sweeping southwestward 
around Warsaw, thence encircling th 


city and stretching away to the Ga- 
lician frontier, near Sokal, it is esti- 
mated in reports from the front that 
they have suffered tremendous losses 
in this, the most ambitious movement 
of the war, and the Russian front 
is not yet broken. 

On the Narew River, north of the 
Polish capital, the Russians have made 
a stubborn resistance, holding Field 
Marshal. von Hindenburg for the time 
being in check, while to the south 
the combined Austro-German forces 
struggling to seize the Lublin-Chelm 
Railway have been for days on the 
threshold ~of success without being able 
actually to achieve their goal. Fight- 
ing on this latter front has been  re- 
newed with great intensity and the Teu- 
tons say they have improved their po- 
gition on the extreme right, which is 
resting on the Bug River. 

Narew and Lublin Vital Centers. 

Immediately west of Warsaw com- 
parative quiet prevails and it is along 
the Lublin-Chelm sector or in the Na- 
rew River region that it is believed a 
crisis will be reached. A German vic- 
tory on either one of these fronts doubt- 
Jess would mean the fall of Warsaw. 

The German forces in the Baltic prov- 
inces advancing along a front approxi- 
mately eighty*miles wide, toward Vilna,

“Before Warsaw, west of Blonie, we 
BStormed the village of Piorunow (15 
miles west of the Warsaw fort line). 

“In the district to the southwest of 
Gora-Kalwarya, fighting is proceeding. 

“In the southeastern war theater, the 
situation of the German troops generally 
is unchanged.”’

_ flict. Today Servia is intact and her 
armies are inactive, although they have 
been reorganized and are waiting to in- 
vade Austria again. 


French Gain in Alsace. 

With interest largely centered on the 
east, the important offensive of the 
_ French in Alsace has been almost dis- 
regarded. They have won another suc- 
cess tt the north of Muenster. The 
French have concentrated a lot of artil- 
lery in this region and with high explo- 
sives have been tearing up the German 
defensive works, which are among the 
strongest along the whole line. French 
troops Monday achieved the conquest 
of a strongly organized position which 
the Germans occupied at an altitude of 
about 650 feet above the French initial 
trenches on the crest of Lingekopf, 

and nkopf, on a

heights dominate the principal valley 
of the Fecnt as well as the great road 
from Notre Dame Js Trois Epis.

PHONOGRAPH TO BE USED IN 
COURT TO STOP FAMILY ROWS 


Judge Thinks Witnesses Will Be 
Ashamed After Hearing Own Testi- 
mony on Records. 

KANSAS CITY, Kan., July 28.~—In- 
stallation of a phonograph in his court- 
room to reduce to a minimum family 
quarrels, is the plan of Police Judge 
Joseph H. Brady of Kansas City, Kan. 
Hereafter, when family quarrels come 
to court, Judge Brady announced. 
today, a phonograph will take down 
each bit of testimony, recording the 
inflections and interruptions of wit- 
nesses. Then, a few days later, he will 
summon all who took plart in the case, 
produce the phonograph recor and 
have them listen to their testimony. 

“There will be no further need for a 
Judge,”” said Judge Brady. ‘‘Those who 
took part will feel so ashamed of the 
entire proceedings they will drop the 
matter right there. No person would 
quarrel with neighbors if he or she 
knew how the court proceedings would 
appear to others. 


INVISIBLE GERMAN AEROPLANE 


Transparent Wings, Made From 
Cellulose, Invented by Engineer. 


AMSTERDAM, July 23.—Germany pos- 
sesses invisible aeroplanes, according io 
the Cologne Gazette. The wings are 
made of clear transparent materia! 
called cellon, which is the invention of 
a German engineer named Knaubel. 

Cellon, which is manufactured from 
cellulose and acetic acid, is tough, pli- 
able and noninflammable and is used 
instead of canvas. A machine covered 
with cellon is said to be virtually invis- 
ible above an altitude of 3000 feet. Herr 
Knaubel made his first experiments 
with the material two years ago.

DUPLICATE BOND 
POUPONS USED IN 
75 000 SWINDLE

Printer Held Here Accused of De- 
frauding New York Bank 
by Unusual Scheme. 


TRACED BY LETTERS 


John D. Rockefeller Had Gen- 
uine Paper on Which Interest 
Was Fraudulently Collected. 


A rematlukable story of a scheme fo 


defraud the Bank of the Manhattan 
Co., 40 Wall street. New York, fiscal 
agents for the State of ‘New York in 
the sale of State canal bonds, has come 
to light as the result of the arrest of 
Charles Seifert, 
jitney bus driver of 2815A Lafayette av- 
enue. 

Seifert was held incommunicado all 
day yesterday until a warrant charx- 
ing him with using the mails in an at- 
tempt to defraud was issued. The facts 
leading up to his arrest and the nature 
of the whole offense of which he is ac- 
cused were guarded with extraordinary 
care by Postoffice Inspectors and at- 
taches of the District Attorney’s office. 

Although John D. Rockefeller owns all 
of the bonds involved in the preseni 
investigation—bonds which are said to 
have been duplicated—persons closelv 
connected with Rockefeller affairs in 
New York City denied all knowledge of 
the matter when notified, through the 
Post-Dispatch, that Seifert had been 
arrested 


Bank to Be Chief Loser. 

It developed this morning that at 
present the Manhattan Co. bank stands 
to be the chief loser on the paymen:ss 
it has already made for duplicate cou- 
pons. Dispatches from New York to- 
day indicated that the chief fear is 
that the duplication may have gone so 
far as to impair the validity of the 
whole issue. The bonds pay 4% pet 
cent.

The bank discovered some time ago 
that it paid out interest on duplicate 
coupons of $1000 canal bonds. Six of the 
duplicate coupons, the investigation dis- 
closed, were cashed when the July, 1914, 
semi-annual interest was due: 12 were 
offered and accepted when the Janu- 
ary, 1915, six months’ interest had ma- 
tured, and six duplicates were cashed 
during the inflow of coupons due in 
July, 1915. 

According to the Federal authorities, 
no more than these 27 duplicate coupons 
have been heard from, so far and it is 
believed that they may indicate the 
limit of the swindle at about $25,000. as 
all coupons would quickly find their way 
to the bank of the Manhattan company 
for redemption. 

It has been assumed by the Federal 
authorities here, from what evidence 
they had, that the duplicate coupons 
came from genuine sheets printed by 
Quayle & Son, the State’s bond engrav- 
ers, at Albany, and then discarded on 
account of some imperfection: or else. 
rossibly, from plates stolen from Quayle 
& Son. 


Counterfeiting Theory Advanced. 

Deputy State Comptroller J. A. Wen- 
dell told a Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent in Albany, N. Y., last night, that 
perhaps the canal bonds had been coun- 
terfeited by an engraver who forged 
the signatures. Most of the recently 
issued canal bonds were signed by Wen- 
dell and countersigned by an official 
of the Bank of the Manhattan company. 

The investigation which has led to the 
arrests was deemed of such importance 
by the bank that a son of Stephen 
Baker, president of the institution, came 
to St. Louis and Chicago to aid the 
United States authorities. , 

It took the Bank of the Manhattan 
Co., considerable time to check up the 
coupons. Many hundreds had to be gone 
over and compared in order to find ont 
how many duplicates there were. An- 
other difficulty was to identify the 
owners of she bonds whose coupons had 
been duplicated. This part of the in- 
quiry, it was said, finally narrowed it- 
self down to only one individual, the 
elder Rockefeller. who had bought a 
large block of the canal bonds as an 
investment.

HAITI SHOT AND 
AILLED BY MOB 


Guillaume Taken From French 
Legation, Where He Fled 
After Attack on Palace. 


BODY DRAGGED IN STREET 


Outbreak Follows the Burial of 
160 Political Prisoners Who 
Were Executed. 


PORT AU PRINCE, 28.—A 
mob of Haitiens today removed Vil- 
President of Haiti, 


from the French Legation, where he 


July 
brun Guillaume, 


took refuge yesterday following a 


revolutionary attack on his palace, 
and shot him to death in front of the 


building. 

This act of violence followed the 
burial of the 160 political prisoners wh» 
were massacred in prison yesterday 
morning at the time of the revolution- 
ary outbreak against President Guil- 
laume. 

The mob was composed largely of rel- 
atives of the victims of this wholesale 
execution. The crowd invaded _ the 
French Legation and seized Guillaume. 
M. Girard, the French Minister to Haiti, 
protested vigorously, but he was power- 
ae, 

Body Dragged in Streets. 

Guillaume was dragged forth. Once 
in the street the crowd surged ground 
him and he was promptly shot to death. 

Even then the anger of the people was 
not appeased. The body of the Presi- 
dent was mutilated and tied to the end 
of a rope, it was dragged through the 
streets. 

The people of Port au Prince are in a 
state of intense excitement and further 
violence is feared. 

The arrival of the American cruiser 
Washington with Rear Admiral Caper- 
ton on board is expected at any mo- 
ment. The Washington has been on 
the north coast of Haiti. M. Girard was 
counting on the coming of a cruiser to 
afford protection to the legation. 

The 160 prisoners, including former 
| President Orestes Zamor, were exeout- 
ed yesterday by order of Gen. Oscar. 
Governor-General of Port au Prince. 

Body of Gen. Oscar Unburted. 

The body of Gen. Oscar today re- 
mained unburied before the Consulate 
Dominican Republic, where it had fall- 
en after the Port au Prince Governor 
had faced a firing squad. 

The Governor took refuge at the 
Santo Domingo consulate after his un- 
successful defense of the presidential 
palace, but a mob stormed the building 
and, dragging him through the streét, 
executed him by shooting. 

Port au Prince has been in a state 
of panic for days. No one knew when 
he might be cast into prison; there have 
been wholesale drrests apparently 
caused by order of the President or 
some of those close to him. 

The successes gained by the revolu- 
tionists in the north were convincing 
proof to the President and government 
officiais that their course soon would »be 
run. Therefore they viewed with sus- 
picion various individuals and organiza- 
tions. One regiment of soldiers was dis- 
banded. It was this regiment which 
descended upon the palace. 

Second Wholesale Execution. 

It was in March, 1908, that a similar 
execution of political prisoners’ took 
place. Nord Alexis was then President 
of Haiti. it was declared by his offic- 
ilals that those executed were engaged 
in a revolution but a few months later 
Nord Alexis was deposed and deported 
from the country. 

As far as known no foreigners have 
suffered in the present uprising, and 
it is expected that American warships 
will be sent here to protect foreign 
lives and interests. 


U. S. CRUISER DUE 
AT PORT-«AUsPRINCE 


Admiral Caperton of the Wash- 
ington Has 700 Bluejackets 
and 100 Marines. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—The cruiser 
Washington, with Rear Admiral Caper- 
ton, 700 bluejackets and an expeditionary 
force of 100 marines, sailed from Cap 
Haitien last night for Port au Prince, 
where she is due about noon today. Ad- 
miral Caperton will use his discretion 
about landing marines.

WAR A CONTEST 
OF ENDURANCE 
ASQUITH SAYS 


Will Continue to Be for Some 
Time, Premier Tells Com- 
mons; Praises Russians. 


LONDON, July 28.—The war has be, 
come, and is likely to continue for some 
time, a ‘contest of endurance, Premie! 
Asquith told the House of Commons 
this afternoon, while making a general 
review in moving the adjournment of 
Parliament from tomorrow until Sept. 14. 

The Premier remarked: ‘‘We should 
e ungrateful and insensitive, indeed, if 
we did not recognize at this moment 
the indescribably gallant efforts being 
made by our Russian allies to stem the 
tide of invasion and to retain inviolate 
the integrity of their possessions.”’ 

“IT don’t think in the whole of military 
history there has been a more magnifi- 
cent example of discipline and endur- 
ance and of both individual and collec- 
tive initiative than has been shown by 
the Russian army in the last seven 
weeks. 

“Our new allies, Italy, are with care- 
fully prepared movements, steadily gain- 
ing ground, making their way towards 
the objective which we belicve in a 
verv short time will be within their 
reach.”’ 

The Premier declared that the British 
Government’s confidence in the results 
of the Dardanelles operations was un- 
dircinished. 

The Premier emphasized his confi- 
dence in the victory of both the British 
and French armies engaged in the west- 
ern field. 

Reterring to the fact that next week 
would see the completion of a year of 
war, Asquith remarked that the world 
never had seen a more miraculous 
transformation in this country: not in 
its spirit and heart, but in the outward 
manifestations of its life, than had 
taken place here in these 12 months. 

The British fleet today was far 
stronger, the Premier continued, than 
at the beginning of the war, “and to 
its quiet and unobserved but ubiquitous 
end all powerful activity is due the 
fact that the seas are clear or substan- 
tially clear. 

“For after all,’ said the Premier. 
“this submarine menace, serious as it 
has appeared to be, is not going to 
inflict fatal or substantial injury on 
British trade.’’ 


TERRITORIALS THROUGH ERROR 
BRING DOWN BRITISH AVIATOR 


Troops Guarding Munitions on Canpey 
Island Fired When Flier 
Didn’t Signal. 

Correspondence of the Arsociated Press 

SOUTH END, England, July 14..—Two 
companies of territorials stationed near 
here brought down an aeroplane with 
rifle fire early this week, but they are 
not doing any boasting over their feat 
for the victim proved to be a British 
army machine. 

The territorials responsible for such 
an accurate but unfortunate feat of 
marksmanship were guarding Canpey 
Tsland, where huge quantities of war 
munitions are stored and they had in- 
structions to shoot at any aviator fly- 
ing over the island without giving an 
agreed signal. The victim of their 
marksmanship either did not know of 
this rule or ignored it and when he got 
within range a volley was fired at him. 
None of the bullets struck the aviator 
hut one punctured the aeroplane’s gaso- 
line tank and he was compelled to’ alight. 

When the territorials ran up to com- 
piete their triumph by taking the avia- 
tor prisoner, they were greeted with a 
\olley of strong language that was un- 
mistakably English.

—Carried American Crew 60 Miles.

Steamer Leelanaw, when questioned last 
night regarding their éncounter with a 
German submarine which sank the Lee- 
lanaw. They traveled about sixty miles 
on the deck of the submersible and bé- 
came well acquainted with its crew, 
several of whom had been in America. 

One member of the Leel-naw’s crew 
remained aboard the submarine at -is 
own request. He was one of the mess 
boys of the American ship and as he 
was of German nationality, preferred 
joining the crew of the underwater craft 
to the probability of internment in En- 
gland. At Kirkwall another of the Lee- 
lanaw’s mess boys was found to be a 
German and was detained. 


Had Started to Run for It. 

Capt. Delk, a resident of Philadelphia, 
made a matter of fact statement regard- 
ing the sinking of his ship and was not 
incline@sto add details to the main facts 
as he outlined them. 

‘‘We were on our way from Archangel 
to Belfast Sunday afternoon with a car- 
go of flax and tow,” said Capt. Delk, 
“when IF observed two steamers to the 
north and heard a shot‘fired. We were 
then 65 miles northwest of Kirkwall. 
Soon I saw a submarine, heading toward 
one of the vessels. Immediately after- 
ward one of them sank. The submarine 
fired another shct and started in pur- 
suit of the Leelanaw. 

“IT altered my course and decided to 
run for it, but the submarine made good 
headway and fired a shot which fell 
only 300 yards short. Thereupon, I put 
the helm over and headed toward the 
submarine, which signaled to us to send 
our papers aboard. This I did. The of- 
ficers and crew then were told to aban- 
don the ship. 

“A boat was sent out by the com- 
mander Of the submarine, who told us 
to take time to get all our effects into 
our own boats. He informed us also 
that we would be put on the proper 
course to Orkney. We got into the 
boats and rowed away, after which 
the submarine fired five shots at the 
starboard side. None of them took 
any effect, as they struck above the 
water line. The submarine then fired 
a torpedo, which hit the steamer amid- 
ships and she began to sink at once. 

Carried 60 Miles by Germans. 

“Our crew afterwards was taken 
aboard the submarine with our boats in 
tow. As the Leelanaw still was above 
water. more shots were fired into the 
port side, the second of which set the 
steamer afire. The German command- 
er stood by until he saw the vessel dis- 
appear. The commander showed us 
every courtesy. The Germans carried 
us about sixty miles and then gave us 
directions for getting to Kirkwall, 
which we recched safely In about twelve 
hours.” 

The members of the crew, of whom 
there are 32 besides the captain, ex 
plained that the German commander 
apologized for ihe necessity of sinking 
the ship, but said it was forced upon 
him by the fact that the Leelanaw was 
carrying contraband and he was not in 
the habit of throwing overboard con- 
traband cargoes. The crew of the Ger- 
man boat conversed affably in good 
English with the Leelanaw's men. Th- 
Germans had no idea of the contents of 
the latest American note on the sinking 
of the Lusitania, for their newspaper: 
were two days old. 

The Leelanaw was the sixth vessel 
the submarine had sunk that day and

their boats after their long ride on the 
submarine’s deck. 

The sailors from the Leélanaw weré 
cold and wet when théy landed after 
their 12 hours’ row in the lifeboats, as 
they had been almost swamped several 
timeS in cross-tides off the Orkney 
Islands. They will go today to Duna- 
dee, where their statements will be 
taken by the United States Consu! 

The crew of the Leelanaw will sail 
for New York Saturday on board the 
steaiver St. Paul. 


S. Wants to Know if Demand tuo

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Information 
on one point—whether the Captain of 
the American steamer Leelanaw was re- 
quested to deliver out the contraband in 
his cargo and was willing to do so—is 
needed by the United States Govern- 
ment before officials can determine the 
nature of representations which may be 
made to Germany on the destruction of 
the vessel by a German submarine. 

The Prussian-American treaty of 1828 
provides that the vessels of either party, 
when encountered in time of war, could 
not be detained if contraband was given 
up. Should it develop that the Lee- 
lanaw’s skipper was ready to surrender 
the contraband, the United States will 
present the occurrence as a violation of 
that treaty. 

The rules of visit and search evident- 
ly were followed to the letter by the 
commander of the German submarine, 
according to official reports thus far 
received and due precautions taken for 
the safety of the crew. Consu]-Gen- 
eral Skinner at London sent the fol- 
lowing message: 

“Leelanaw’s crew proceeding to Dun- 
dee. Captain of torpedoed ship states 
to consular agent at Kirkwall that he 
had ample time to leave ship before 
being fired upon. Crew went on board 
submarine and remained some time.” 

Ambassador Page today forwarded a 
report by the British Admiralty on the 
sinking of the Leelanaw. The Admiralty 
reported that the Leelanaw was flying 
the American flag when overtaken and 
that the crew had plenty of time to 
take to the boats, which were towed 
60 miles until a strange vessel was 
sighted.

Either Prefident Wilson is greatly 
misinformed as to the minds of the 
German people on the question of 
abandoning the U-boat warfare 
against Great Britain or simply has 
ignored it.’’ 

“Your excellency, that is exactly what 
is said in America about you—that Gee- 
many is ignoring the state of publics 
opinion in America,’ I suggested.

Doctrine Known 


Germany Claims Right to 


Neaniion Laws of War 


as Kriegsraison 


By STERLING E. EDMUNDS. 
Lecturer on International Law, St. 
Louis University Law School. 

The difference between the United 
States and Germany is actually one of 
irreconcilable conceptions of the funda- 
mentals of law and it is, therefore not 
a very hopeful situation that the final 
note of the United States has raised. 
The United States note says of the 
German submarine warfare that 4 bel- 
ligerent act of retaliation is per se an 
act beyond the law and the defense of 
an act as retaliator is an admission 
that it is illegal. 

This proposition Germany cannot ac- 
cept, owing to her view of the law. 
Germany is alone among the states in 
maintaining that there are two great 
divisions in the laws of war. The one 
comprises all those laws usually recog- 
nized as binding upon a belligerent; the 
other is a reservation, in which a bel- 
ligerent is justified in abandoning the 
usual law if military necessity seems to 
indicate such a course as expedient. 


How Laws Are Designated. 
There are two German words denot- 
ing these divisions—Kriegsrecht and 
K riegsraison. Kriegsrecnht comprises 
the usual law, the law we are insisting 
on to insure the rights of American cit- 
izens. Kriegshaison is a doctrine which 
sanctions to the German military minds 
the repudiation of Kriegsrecht when the 
prospect of success justifies the aban- 
donment of law. Hence, to the German 
military mind, the killing of noncom- 
batants on merchant vessels without 
warning is justified by Kriegsraison. 
Neither the- United States, nor any of 
the other Powers will admit the doctrine 
of Kriegsraison, for it means nothing 
more in ultimate analysis than that the 
state may lawfully be lawless in cases 
of necessity; that the prospect of suc- 
cess legalizes all measures of hostilities, 
even to violations of rights of neutrals. 
The attitude of Germany toward the 
final American note will be influenced 
by expediency alone. 

txposition of Doctrine, 

In Holtzendorff’s Handbuch des Vol- 
kerrechts, vol. 4, 254, cited by Prof. 
Westlake in a work that appeared just 
before the present war, the doctrine of 
Kriegsraison is expounded at lengtr 
by Prof. Lueder. To quote this Ger- 
man authority: 

“Kriegsraison embraces those cases 
in which, by way of exception, the laws 
of war ought to be left without opb- 
Servance. This can only happen in two 
cases, one that of extreme necessity, 
when the object of war can only be at- 
tained by their nonobservance and 
would be defeated by their observance, 
the other, that of retortion, as a re- 
talilation for an unjustifiable nonobserv- 
ance of the laws of war by the other 
side.”’ 

The words retortion and reprisal are 
used interchangeably. Continuing: 

“The right not to observe the laws of 
war exists in the case of retorsion, be- 
cause according to known maxims, non- 
fulfillment by one party deprives that 
party of the right to claim fulfilment 
by the other. As little can the justifi- 
ableness of Kriegsraison be denied on 
occasions of extreme necessity. When 


therefore, the circumstances are such 
that the attainment of the object of 
war would be hindered by observing 
the limitations imposed by the laws of 
war, and can only be accomplished by 
breaking through those limitations, the 
latter is what ought to happen. 

Of Exeeptional Occurrence. 
‘‘No prohibition can In such case ef- 
fect anything, or present a claim to rec- 
ognition and validity; and it would be 
idle to formulate on, for from what 
commander or from what state could 
such heroism or weakness and renuncia- 
tion be expected? Of course, such a 
conflict can only be of exceptional oc- 
currence, for the laws of war are so 
framed by ordinary custom and well- 
weighed conventions that ordinarily ‘t 
is possible tu follow them. When, how- 
ever, the exception happens, it excludes 
the rule, as its nature is to do, and 
Kriegsraison takes precedence of the 
laws of war.”’ 

Coming down to concrete instances, 
Prof. Lueder says: 

“That ravage, burning and devasta- 
tion, even on a large scale, as of whole 
neighborhoods and tracts of country, 
may be practiced where it is not a ques- 
tion of any particular determinate re- 
sult or strategical operation, but only ef 
more general measures, as in order to 
make the further advance of the enemy 
impossible or even to show him what 
war is in earnest when he persists in 
carrying it on without serious hope and 
s0 compel him to make peace—this can- 
not be denied in cases .f real necessity, 
as of a well-grounded Kriegsraison.”’ 

Distinction Between Terms, 

The distinction between reprisal or 
retortion and Kriegraison must be 
kept in mind: the former is universally 
recognized as permissible as an act of 
retaliation to even up disadvantage 
created by the unlawful acts of an 
enemy; such, for example, as the adop- 
tion of the use of poisonous gases by the 
allies in France to meet its use by the 
Germans; whereas by Kriegraison the 
Germans justify the initial use of poi- 
sonous gases as a necessity in spite of 
the prohibition against its use in law. 
In essence the doctrine preaches that 
everything is lawful if it contributes to 
success. 

The German submarine warfare 
against merchant ships, although vio- 
lating the laws of war (Kriegsmanier), 
is not unlawful in the German view o? 
Kriegsraison, inasmuch as Germanv 
considers it her best weapon agains: 
England and a measure of necessity: 
The absurdity of the doctrine is here 
made manifest in that by the two test- 
the submarine warfare is both unlawful 
and lawful. 

The United States cannot accept 
Kriegsraison; it cannot admit that any 
necessity can free German submarines 
from the law of visit and search and 
the obligation to protect crew and pas- 
sengers on board an unoffending mer- 
chantman, and particularly when those 
passengers ere United States citizens. 
It remains to be seen, therefore, in the 
forthcoming reply whether Germany 
will yield a doctrine in irreconcilable 
conflict with views of the United 
States where that doctrine cuts across 
our neutral rights,

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NOTE TO BRITAIN 
DELAYED BY NeW 
GREY DOCUMENT 


Reply to American Protest May 
Take Up Communication on 
Prize Court Cases. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 28.—The request 


made by Sir Edward Grey, British Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs, that the State 
Department withhold from publication 
today, as originally the text 
of the British note received Monday in 
reply to the American protest against 


the British order in council, caused 
much speculation in offiéial circles. No 
explanation for the delay was made 
except that another note on the same 
subject was promised from London 
“within the week.”” A new American 
note to Great Britain which has been 
in preparation for some time will be 
further delayed until the supplementary 
document is in hand. 

It’ was at first supposed by officials 
that the statements in the last Amer- 
ican note to Germany, which were of 
general application and set out in de- 
termined language the particular pur- 
pose of the United States Government 
to maintain the freedom of the seas, 
might have influenced the British For- 
eign Office to deal with that subject in 
the same note which defends the order 
in council. 

From British sources, however, it was 
learned that the main purpose of ask- 
ing the postponement of publication was 
to afford opportunity to the British 
Government to consider and, if neces- 
sary, comment upon, the communica- 
tion cabled from Washington, July 17, 
in regard to the cases before British 
prize courts. 

American Contentions. 

This communication, known as 4 
caveat. recited that, in view of the dif- 
ferences understood to exist between 
the two Governments as to the prin- 
ciples of law applicable in prize court 
proceedings, in cases involving Amer- 
ican interests, and to avoid misundvi 
standing as tc the attitude of the United 
States, the British Government is in- 
formed that the American Government 
would insist upen recognition of rights 
of American citizens under the princ- 
ples of international law hitherto estab. 
lished governing neutral trade in time 
of war without limitaticn or impair- 
ment by order in council or other mu- 
nicipal legislation by the British Gov- 
ernment. It also said the American 
Government would not recognize the 
validity of prize court proceedings tak- 
en under the restraints imposed by 
British municipal law in derogation of 
the rights of American citizens under 
international law. 

The British note delivered Monday ‘s 
understood to be framed upon the the- 
ory that the order in council does not 
transgress mghts of neutrals as laid 
down in internaticnal law—though it is 
admitted that, in some respects, appli- 
cation of the legal principles is new. In 
view of the sweeping objection by the 
United States to the order in council 
made in the caveat, the British Gov- 
ernment feels, it is understood, this 
phase requires special treatment. At 
first it was thought a separate note 
might be sent in reply, put the British 
Government is understood have have 
decided finally to include this subject in 
the general argument covering the 
rights of neutrals to the freedom of tha 
seas. 

Blockade Through Neutral Ports. 

One feature of the British note is un- 
derstood to deal exhaustively with the 
right of a country to blockade an enemy 
through neutral ports. That the United 
States, in case it should be plunged into 
war with a European country outside 
of the British Isles, never could. success- 
fully maintain a blockade so long as the 
enemy could receive unlimited supplies 
across the borders of an adjacent coun- 
try, is regarded by the British as a fact 
which should be considered in dealing 
with the effort to cut off supplies being 
received by Germany through Swedish, 
Danish and Dutch ports. 

The decision of the United States Su-

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Secret Reports Seized in Brussels 
Said to Prove Intriguing by 
England. 


BERLIN, July 28, by wireless to Say- 
ville, N. ¥.—The Overseas News Agency 
announced that the Nord Deutsche All- 
gemeine Zeitung will tomorrow begin 
the publication of a series of supple- 
ments containing the secret repcerts 
made by the Belgian Ambassadors at 
London, Paris and Berlin to their home 
Governments covering the period from 
1905 until 1914. 

These reports, it is said, were found 
in Brussels by the Germans. They pur- 
port to give an unbiased description of 
international political elements from the 
time of the Moroccan crisis until the be- 
ginning of the present war and to con- 
tain an immense amount of material 
tending to prove the correctness of the 
German attitude during this time. 

‘whe Overseas Agency says: “‘They will 
state how England enticed France and 
later Russia to oppose Germany and to 
co-operate in the systematic isolation 
of Germany, drawing the net around her 
closer every year. The Belgian Ambas- 
sadors, especially Baron Greindt at Ber- 
lin and Leghait at Paris prophesied that 
the Triple Entente was an element of 
international unrest, unlike the Triple 
Alliance which had assured European 
peace for more than 3 yvears while the 
Triple Entente, as these Belgian Ambas- 
sadors unanimously announced, rade 
matters drift toward the worst.

Motor Trucks and Vans Are

Cemeteries. 


BUSINESS IS SUSPENDED 
Engineer Tells at Inquest How 


He Tried to Right Ship by 
Filling Water Tanks. 


CHICAGO, July 30—With 30 persons 
either under arrest or detained as wit- 
nesses, official inquiry into the East- 
land disaster proceeded today in an ef- 
fort to fix responsibility. 

Indictments charging manskaughter, 


criminal carelessness or conspiracy W'‘ll 
be returned by the State grand jury to- 
night, if the evidence presented to that 
body warrants such action, according 
to State’s Attorney Maclay Hoyne. It 
is expected that the Coroner's inquest, 
which may be concluded tonight, will re- 
sult in the holding of several persons 
to the grand jury. 

Secretary of Commerce Redfield was 
busy directing the Federal investigation. 
He examined records of the local steam- 
boat inspection service and conferred 
with officials preparatory to beginning 
the examination of witnesses tomorrow. 

Mayor Thompson returned from San 
Francisco on a special train and held 
conferences with the City Council's 
committee, which also is conducting an 
investigation. 

Dead Carried in Auto Trucks, 

While the various investigations were 
in progress 600 persons who lost their 
lives in the tragedy were buried. Auto 
trucks, vans and other vehicles were 
pressed into service to carry the dead. 
The funerals were held in a drizzling 
rain. It was “Black Wednesday” in 
Cicero and the surrounding suburbs, 
where the plant of the Western Electric 
Co. is situated and where a majority of 
those who were drowned resided. 

Mayor Thomipson had issued a proc- 
lamation making the day one of public 
mourning. The Board of Trade held 
a short session and adjourned, ball 
games were postponed and many large 
and small business houses closed their 
places. Flags were at half mast, while 
city and county offices were closed. 

As the funeral processions passed 
through the streets heads were bared. At 
the little churches where many of the 
bodies were taken overflow crowds stood 
outside in the rain. 


The Eastland was taken charge of 
by Federal officials today, replacing 
city policemen. The wrecking boat 
Favorite began the task of raising 
the half-submerged craft. It will 
take 10 days to raise the boat, ac- 
cording to those in charge. 

While this is going on 40 divers 
will search the river bottom within 
a radius of two blocks of the point 
where the boat capsized. One more 
body was recovered early today. 

1362 Dead and Missing. 

At noon the latest figures on the dead 
-and missing were: Identified dead, 826; 
unidentified dead, 5; Western Electric 
Co. revised list of missing, 531; total, 
1362. 

Officials of the Western Electric Co. 
today began a house-to-house canvass 
of employes in an effort to prepare an 
accurate list of the missing who are be- 
lieved to have perished on the Eastland.

The harbor master 
said he had no doubt the tanks had 
been pumped dry but that the captain 
should have been able to fill them in 
from three to six minutes if nothing 
had teen wrong with the ballast tank 
valves. 

Says Eastland Was “Cranky.” 

“T never saw the Eastland loaded s° 
heavily as it was Saturday morning,” 
said Weckler, ‘“‘and I have seen her de- 
part many times. The boat first listed 
about 7 degrees, then came back slight- 
ly and again started over and Kept on 
going. A boat that is difficult to handle 
under all circumstances is known as a 
cranky boat and I have noticed the 
Lastland to be cranky constantly. 

“I don’t think the Eastland should 
have been allowed to carry more than 
1200 passengers because it did not have 
enough draft and stability to carry a 
larger load. Only last Tuesday, I told 
Capt. Pedersen that his boat needed 
trimming, as it was constantly traveling 
on its ears. He said that the twin 
screws of the ship kept the Eastland 
on an even keel while under way. 
“After his arrest, I heard Capt. Peder- 
sen say that he tried for 17 minutes 
to trim the steamer, but could not get 


I don’t believe the Captain realized the 
danger until the final plunge came.” 

Teatifies Boat Always Listed. 
Assistant Harbor Master Lind testi- 
fied that he arrived just as the East- 
land was.due to start. He saw the dan- 
gerous list of the steamer and called the 
police and fire departments, returning 
to the wharf to see passengers leaping 
from the decks to the river. 
“I believe,’’ said Jind, “that the ship 
Was on the bottom waft of midships. If 
she lay on a bank © oping toward the 
middle of the river and was being 
jammed down against this bank, she 
would naturally tip toward the river’s 
center. ‘If the captain tried for 17 min- 
to get off those on board, there was 
negligence.”’ 

Lind said that he saw many members 
of the crew leap off the Eastland on 
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the wharf side while the ship was ca- 
reening. 
Capt. John H. O’Meara of the tug 
Kenosha, which was hitched to the 
Eastland to tow the ship out of the 
river, testified that he did not take hold 
of the Eastland until after 7:25, several 
minutes after the ship had begun to 


list, according to other witnesses. 


Even then he waited for word to go 
ahead, he said, and the captain of the 
Eastland was not working out the 
stern, aS Was necessary to protect the 
screws. Capt. O’Meara said he finally 
got the word to go ahead, but before 
the tow line was taut, the Eastland 
listed dangerously and he stopped, but 
the ship never righted. He had towed 
the Eastland four times and she always 
listed, he said.

Mrs. Potter went on the Eastland with 
a woman friend who was in the employ 
of the Western Electric Co. She had 
been living in Chicago two years, and 
because of poor health, was advised by 
a physician to spend as much time as 
possible on the water. A half-brother, 
William Smith, lives at Mrs. Phipps’ 
aome. °

Construction Will Depend on 
Whether Merchants Use One 
at Chain of Rocks. 


Mayor Kiel and the City Waterways 
Commission are planning to construct 
a large municipal dock at the foot of 
Market street for the promotion of 
river freight traffic, if merchants ani 
manufacturers show sufficient interest 
in river transportation to use the $204,- 
000 dock which will be erected this fall 
at Chain of Rocks. 

The commission, meeting in Mayor 
Kiel’s office yesterday, decided to test 


the interest of local shippers in water- 
way development by turning to public 
use the Chain of Rocks dock, which is 
to be built primarily as a coal station 
for the Water Department. 

It was agreed the city should estab- 
lish a moderate switching charge over 
the Waterworks Railway and the St. 
Louis Transfer Railway, which the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association has agreed 
to turn over to the city in exchange 
for the vacation of certain streets in 
Ranken tract. These railroads, extend- 
ing along the Levee from Arsenal 
street to Chain of Rocks, furnish con- 
nections directly and indirectly to every 
industry in the city which has a switch 
track, 

At the outset the Chain of Rocks dock 
may be confined to car load shipments. 
the commission agreed, if mannufactur- 
ers, who already have pledged 70,000 
tons of freight annually to river trans- 
ports, tender the fuil amount of freight. 


Team Track Facilities. 


Team track facilities will be provided 
at points to be selected on the- Levee 
railroad, and industries now dependin:: 
on team track stations may use tho 
municipal docks. 

The question of the municipal railwa/ 
absorbing switching charges by other 
railroads in the city was discussed, but 
no agreement reached. It was stated 
that the switching charge in no case 
would be likely to exceed $8 a car, and 
should approximate $5 a car. 

The members of the commission be- 
lieve the city should absorb switch- 
ing charges of other roads to make the 
cost uniform to all industries of the 
city, whether situated directly on the 
levee tracks or on the trunk line roads 
radiating to the city limits in every 
direction. 

President Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service was requested to prepare 
plans for the Chain of Rocks dock for 
submission at a meeting Aug. 10, and 
the commission will introduce a bill 
in the Board of Aldermen in Septem- 
ber to appropriate the necessary funds 
from the water revenue fund. 

The city is not able to appropriate 
the amount necessary for a Market 
street dock from general taxes, but May- 
or Kiel predicted that the success of 
the Chain of Rocks dock would insure 
the passage of a bond issue by the pub- 
lic to pay for the second dock. 


Congressmen at Meeting. 


Congressmen Igoe and Dyer attended 
the meeting yesterday as members of 
the City Waterway Commission. They 
said the campaign to have Congress im- 
prove the lower Mississippi channel 
wotld be aided if St. Louis constructs 
municipal docks and demonstrates that 
its industries are prepared to utilize 
means of water transportation. 

P. W. Coyle of the Traffic Committee 
of the Business Men’s League, said 
water transportation is the only means 
by which local industries can hold trade 
in Texas as well as acquire trade on 
the Pacific Coast. The Texas State 
Railroad Commission dictates such low 
rates within the State that New York 
shippers enjoy a lower rate by water and 
rail to Texas points than rail rates 
from St. Louis to the same point, which 
are regulated by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

This condition is made possible, Coyle 
said, because there is no regulation of 
water rates, and the Texas rates are 
beyond the control of the Interstate 
Commission. St. Louis manufacturers 
must be able to put down goods at Gal- 
veston by water at rates as low as the 
New York-Galveston water rates, in 
order to hold their own, he said.

Negro Segregation Petition Has 3090 
in Excess of Requirement. 
The count of names on the peti- 


tion for a special election, on the 
second of the proposed negro segre- 
gation ordinances, Was complete! 
by the Election Board today, and 
the number was found to be 13,915. 
more than 3000 in excess of the legal! 
requirement. 

The second ordinance is to the 
effect that negroes shall not move 
into a block where 75 per cent of the 
residents are white, and that whites 
shall not move into a block where 
75 per cent of the residents are ne- 
groes. The first ordinance, which 
also gained the number of signa- 
tures needed for a special election, 
prohibits persons of one race from 
moving into a block wholly inhab- 
ited by the other race. Neither ordi- 
nance affects the right to purchase 
or acquire property.

DETROIT, Mich., July 28.—The Board 
of Street Railway Commissioners has 
made public the contract for the pur- 
chase of the Detroit United Railway, 
together with a charter amendment au- 
thorizing the purchase and a statement 
of the commission. The agreement, 
which is dated Aug. 2, awaits the ratifi- 
cation of the street rafiway stockhold- 
ers, who are to meet on that date. After 
being signed by the street railway rep- 
resentatives, the contract must be 
signed by James Couzens, president, and 
Jay G. Hayden, secretary of the Street 
Railway Commission, before submission 
to the people. 

The contract is the tenth proposed by 
the city or street railway. The city and 
company could not agree heretofore on 
the proposal to transfer the lines sub- 
ject to the mortgage debt, and the sale 
at a price to be fixed by the Circuit 
Court was then agreed, upon. 

To Be Paid For Out of Karnings. 
The entire street railway system is to 
be paid for out of the earnings of the 
road, the charter amendment provides. 
The proposed amendment makes it the 
duty of the commissioners or their suc- 
cessors so to operate the car lines that 
this may be done. The city ig to as- 
sume mortgage bonds of the company 
up to 2 per cent of the assessed valua- 
tion, but city bonds need be issued for 
only $1,000,000 of that amount, the com- 
mission statement says. -That amount 
of the mortgage debt must be paid in 
1916 and the issuance of city bonds to it 
is deemed likely by the commission, 
Other mortgage bonds will become due 
in 1932. During the period prior to that 
date, the Commission’s statement says, 
2 sinking fund will be created out of 
the earnings of the road to take care 
of the debt. 

Possession of the car lines will be 
turned over to the city within 9 days 
after three-fifths of the qualified elect- 
ors vote to approve the contract and 
charter amerdment, it is provided. The 
city is allowed 60 days in which to start 
suit against the company for the specific 
performance of the contract of sale, and 
the possession will be turned over to 
the city within 30 days after that date. 


All te Be Bound by Court Decision. 
Stockholders and bondholders alike 


will be bound by the purchase price 
fixed by the Circuit Judges of Wayne 
county, the commission's statement 
promises. Trustees of the bondholders 
must agree to become parties to the 
suit ror the specific performance of the 
contract before the agreement is finally 
signed by Couzens. 

There will be no interruption in serv- 
ice when the city takes over the lines. 
Possession of all property owned by the 
D, U. R. within the one-fare zone is to 
be delivered to the city. The possession 
will remain in the city during the pend- 
ency ot the suit in circuit court and a 
possible appeal to the supreme court. 
Profits of the lines during the period 
of fixing of the prices will belong to the 
city. 

If no extensions were made on the 
lines the entire purchase price could be 
paid ty 1982, the commissioners declare. 
The building of needed extensions will 
permit the payment of only apart of 
the bonded indebtedness on that date, 
it is stated. 

Every factor bearing on the value of 
the D. U. R. may be considered by the 
circuit judges in arriving at a figure for 
the purchase price. The fact that most 
of the franchises have expired will .e 
put in evidence by the city.

WASHINGTON HEARS 
OF NEW EFFORTS IN 
MEXICO FOR PEACE 


Representatives of Various Fac- 
tions Said to Be Planning Par- 
ley With or Without Carranza. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Reports of 1 
new peace move in Mexico attracted at- 
tentivn in official circles today. Advices 
received here said that representatives 
of the various factions in the Southern 
Republic were consulting their leaders 
in an effort to bring about a peace 
parley either with or without Gen. Car- 
ranza. 

This move was said to be in antici- 
pation of a final appeal by the United 
States to the faction leaders to com- 
promise their differences and restore 
peace in Mexico. 

The United States is said to be con- 
templating a restoration of the embargo 
of war munitions as a part of its pro- 
gram to end hostilities. 

Great Britain has arranged to ac- 
credit its consular offices in Gen. Car- 
ranza’s territory to Gen. Carranza in the 
same way as the United States has 
accredited Consul Silliman. The ar- 
rangement in no way constitutes po- 
litical recognition but makes possible a 
continuance of business relations be- 
tween the British consular offices and 
the Carranza Government. Gen. Car- 
ranza recently announced he would not 
recognize foreign Consuls not accredit- 
ed to him. 

The arrangement was made after con- 
ferences here between Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice, the British Ambassador, ani 
Eliseo Arredondo, Gen. Carranza’s 
Washington agent. The British Consul 
at Vera Cruz will be given a letter ad- 
dressed to the ‘‘first chief of the Con- 
stitutionalists’ Government.”’ 


Mexican Announcement After Presi- 
dent Returns to Capital. 
CORNISH, N. H., July 28.—President 
Wilson has not yet decided on the next 
step in his Mexican- policy and no an- 
nouncement will be made on the subjeci 
until after his return to Washington. 
Word to this effect came from the Pres- 
ident today. He informed newspaper 
men that since his arrival at the sum- 
mer white house he had not received 
any new data on the Mexican situation 
from Secretary Lansing. The President 
did not deny that definite steps would 
be taken in the near future, as an- 
nounced at the State Department. The 
President has made no arrangements 

for returning to Washington. 


Villa Consul at Laredo, Tex., Arrested 
for Neutrality Violation, 
LAREDO, Tex., July 28.—Manuel de 
Icaza, Villa Consul here, was arrested 
today by United States authorities, 
charged with violation of the neutrality 
laws in having recruited men for Mexi- 
can service.

I simply wish to notify such play- 
ers that from this day on they better 
not feel so secure, because instruc- 
tions to all club presidents that they 
should immediately suspend without 
pay any player who fails to keep in 
condition, and thus fulfill his part 
of the terms of the contract, and in 
cases of dissipation I have issued in- 
structions to immediately cancel the 
contract, whether or not it contains 
the 10-day clause. 

The Federal League has operated 
along the lines of treating all ball- 
plavers as human beings, but I regret 
to say that some players have failed 
to show any appreciation of our ef- 
forts. This is a warning that if not 
given attention may deprive some of 
you from the healthy revenue you > 
are now enjoying. Activity, energy 
and a showing of real interest in 
your work is what we want and de- 
mand. Otherwise you must suffer 
the consequences.

SAD TOBE OPPOSED 
TO BEING ANNEXED 


Charles A. Baker One of Its 
Residents Declares 90 Per Cent 
of Them Are Against It. 


CAN’T SEE ANY BENEFIT 


Proposal Js Regarded as an Arti- 
ficial’ Substitute for Real 
Growth in St. Louis. 


Strong opposttion to the proposed an- 
nexation of St. Louis county to the City 
of St. Louis has developed in several 
suburban towns. Some _ residents in 
Webster Groves say that 90 ner cent of 
the people cf that city would oppose an- 
nexation, and there is also a strong 
sentiment against it in Clayton and 
other communities. 

The Advertising Men's League yester- 
day launched a movement for the an- 
nexation of the county so that St. Louis 
might retain its present position as the 
fourth city. The county leaders say 
that the annexation is a typical adver- 
tising scheme to enable St. Louis ‘co 
retain its position by swallowing up 
suburban communities, and not by anv 
merits which it possesses of itself. St. 
Louis, it is pointed out, has not been 
grow:ng during the last decade, while 
the suburban communities have devel- 
oped rapidly. 

Feeling in Webster Groves. 

Charles A. Baker, who has been con- 
nected with the development of Web- 
ster Groves for 31 years, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that it 
was his opinion that 90 per cent of the 
people would oppose annexation. He 
said that Webster Groves was far 
cnough removed from St. Louis to have 
its individual and community life, and 
that nowhere in the world was there a 
municipal government so nearly ideal 
as in Webster Groves. He said that the 
leading citizens considered it an honor 
to serve as Councilmen, and to have a 
part in making of a city government 
that. recognized the rights of every in- 
dividual, rich or poor. 

The Webster Groves residents fear 
that annexation would bring a train of 
saloons, and there have been no sa- 
loons in Webster since 


“The United States Census. reports 
show that the population of Webster 
Groves increased 274 per cent between 
1900 and 1910," Baker said. ‘‘It is the 
most rapidly growing city in the State 
Our streets and sidewalks have devel- 
oped with the city. We can get streets 
and sanitary and storm sewers as fast 
as we are willing to pay for them. If 
we were annexed to St. Louis we could 
not get these improvements except as 
we do now—by paying for them out of 
our own pockets. 
All for St. Louts. 

“The county people are all St. Louis 
people. They want to see St. Louis 
retain its position as the fourth city on 
merit, and not by subterfuge. St. Louis 
can hold its position only by honest 
effort and merit. To hold it merely by 
the annexation of outside territory 
would reflect discredit upon the city. 
Annexation must be natural and neces- 
sary, and for the benefit of both the 
city and the county. 

“If St. Louis will develop river ter. 
minals, take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity afforded by the Panama Canal 
end pay special attention to new indus- 
tries and the retention of those that 
originated here, she can hold her place 
in the population column.

W. C. Heimbuecher Says Two 
German-American Alliance 
Members Protested to Him. 


William C. Heimbuecher, vice presi- 
dent of the Heimbuecher Metal Prod- 
ucts Co., 614 North Third street, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today of the at- 
tempt of two members of the German- 
Alliance, one of whom, he said, is also 
prominent in the so-called ‘“Americaao 
Neutrality League,’ to frighten him out 
of the idea of manufacturing sabers for 
use in the European war. 

Heimbuecher said he wrote a letter 
to a St. Louisan, well known in mili- 
tary circles, asking the loan of a saber, 
to serve as a basis for measurements 


and estimates on a proposed bid for 
the manufacture of 100,000 sabers for 4 
foreign Power. He would not say which 
Power he meant. , 

The letter, Heilmbuecher said, wa% 
given to a salesman to deliver, but 
was lost on a downtown street by the 
salesman, and was picked up by some- 
one, who read its contents and turned 
it over to an officer of the German- 
American Alliance. The alliance there- 
upon sent two men to see Heimbueche!, 
he said. 

“Talked Like Anarchists.” 

“The men talked like anarchists,’’ said 
Heimbuecher. ‘‘One spoke English, and 
the other German, and some of the 
time both were talking. They said that 
if I undertook to fill any order for war 
material I would have all kinds of 
trouble after the war, that I would be 
sued, and would be subjected to various 
annoyances afd losses. They assumed 
that the sabers which I proposed to 
make were for Germany's enemies, 
though I did not tell them, and am not 
telling anyone, what country I expected 
to supply. ae 

“IT told them that I was an American 
and the son of an American, and that 
I intended to get business in any way 
that was not unlawful. 

“TIT demanded the return of the letter, 
asking what right they had to keep it. 


They said it would be returned but not 
until after their organization had held 1 
neeting to consider it. The next meet- 
ing, they said, would be held August 
28."" 

Handled by the Alliance. 

John C. Meyers, who is promoting a 
derhonstration to be given by the Neu- 
trality League at Delmar Garden Sat- 
urday, said today that the league had 
nothing to do with the visit to Heim- 
buether. He said the matter was 
handied by the German-American Alli- 
ance, and that when a member of the 
alliance brought up the matter at a 
Neutrality League meeting, it was 
tabled. 

The Neutrality League was formed to 
aid Germany by conducting a continuous 
protest against the shipment of muni- 
tions of war from the United States :v 
Europe. President Wilson, who was in- 
vited to address Saturday’s meeting, re- 
plied that it would not be proper, even 
if it were possible, for him to attend.
